The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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9. Claims 11-19 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references, 
taken individually or in combination, fail to particularly teach or suggest a receiver 
arrangement in a duplex transmission system that has a first and a second sampling 
devices, a first and a second equalizers, and an echo compensation device, wherein the 
first sampling device and the echo compensation device include the second equalizer 
arranged between the first sampling device and the echo cancellation device to which 
the received signal sampled at twice the symbol rate by the first sampling device is 
supplied for equalization and wherein the second sampling device is provided to sample 
the retrieved signal equalized by the second equalizer at once the symbol rate and 
subsequently supply the received signal to the echo compensation device. Support for 
the independent claims 1 1 and 14 are clearly found on page 7 of the specification. It is 
noted that the closest prior art, Golden (US 5, 095, 495) teaches a fractionally spaced 
equalizers as part of a simple receiver circuit in Figure 3.
